FRAUD CASES HERE 


MADISON. Wig., Aug. 14.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— Another chapter in the ef­ 
forts of Sumner G. Moon and J. T. 
Barber, millionaires of Eau Claire, 
to resist the efforts of the United 
States government to remove them 
to Idaho for trial on charge of con­ 
spiracy in land frauds, was enacted 
in federal court here today.

Judge 
Russell is reticent as to what 
he 
learned about the methods of swin­ 
dling the Indians, but there is 
no 
doubt the facts are of an aggravated 
sort. The reason why the departm ent 
of justice officials are saying little 
as to this phase of the m atter 
is 
th at the departm ent is endeavoring 
to settle the cases as far as possi­ 
ble. 
That is, It is trying to induce 
the defendants as far as possible to 
make an adjustm ent that will be 
equable to the original Indian own­ 
er of the land and to have the title 
quieted in the person who has 
in 
duced the Indian to part with what 
the government gave him. 
Senator Owen Is one of the 
de­ 
fendants who will not com prom is. 
He contends th at the 
government 
sometime ago conferred citizenship 
on the Indians and that, having done 
so, It ceased to have 
guardianship 
over the lands of the Indians. 
He 
will fight for the property he has ob­ 
tained of the Indians, but the de­ 
partm ent of justice is confident, on 
the strength of 
various 
supreme 


court decisions, of beating him. 
Congress, the last session, remov­ 
ed the restrictions on the lands of 
m ost of the member^1 of the 
Five 
Civilized Tribes. 
B ut the suits al­ 
ready m entioned w*ere filed before 
July 27, when the new law' went into 
effect, and consequently the new leg­ 
islation has no bearing on them .

It is 
expected that a plea of action to 
Impress upon the railroads the nec­ 
essity of placing equipm ent in re­ 
pair will he mapped out. 
“ Inside of three months I expect 
the railroads to have more business 
than they know' what to do with,” 
declared Fred W. Upham, president 
of the Illinois Manufacturers* asso­ 
ciation, yesterday. 
“ Business Is bet­ 
ter and good crops are assured, all 
of which is bound to bring on

rush of traffic for the railroads.”
